NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Robert 
Livingston Ireland, 60-year-old 
capitalist and partner of the late 
Mark Hanna, found shot to 
death in his apartment at the Hotel 
‘Seymour last night. Dr. Charles 
| Cassasa, assistant medical examin- 
‘er, said it was 2 case of suicide.

Mrs. Ireland, who discovered her 
husband’s body on her return from 
a shopping tour, told tne police he 
(had been in ill health and had 
been despondent. 
| Four bulict wounds_were found 

lin the body, two near the heart and 
two flesh wounds near his side. A 
revolver lay on a chiffonier within 
| two feet of his right hand. Four 
lof the seven chambers contained 
| Siochanne cartridges. 

| Acting Inspector Ross said Ire- 
‘land apparently had been standing 
before the chiffonier mirror when 
‘he shot himself as there were 
'bloodstains on the mirror and on 
a photograph of Mrs. Ireland that 
stood on the chiffonier. 

Detectives Begin Inquiry. 

Detectives, however, were con- 

tinuing their investigation today as 
‘a result of what they said were 
several puzzling circumstances. 
|'They said they were unable to un- 
‘derstand how a man of Ireland's 
‘age could stand under the shock 
of four bullets fired into his body

Ireland in the absence from his 
‘office of Dr. Keating, said either 
of the two shots near the heart 
would have caused death. Dr. 
Amill placed his death at about 
4:30 p. m. The body was found 
lat 6 p. m. 

Will Found in Chiffonier. 

The revolwer was taken by the 
police to headquarters for finger- 
print tests. A large envelope was 
found on the chiffonier, containing 
' Ireland's’ will and several personal 
'letters, mone of which the police 
said contained anything about his 
‘intention to kill himself.

A T last we have what appears to be defi- 

nite proo? that some $24,000 of the fa- 
mous And mysterious Continental Oi! bonds 
have been traced to the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. This will confirm the 
violent suepicion amd even the positive be- 
ief of many who have followed the trans- 
actions closely that a much greater amount 
in these bonds was appled to paying the 
deficit im the Republican campaign fund 
of 1920 The fund was scandalously and 
needlessly large. The presidential election 
could have been won with one-third of the 
money, or even less. But so lavish was the 
Republican outiay that a big deficit re- 
mained to worry the party managers for 
three years. It was finally paid eff. But 
no one knew exactly how. The treasurer 
of the Republican Committee at that time, 
Mr. Upham, is not living. But there must 
be party accounts in existence. They ought 
to show the transfer of these oil bonds, 
or of any further payments in that form. 
if made. 

Successive chairmen of the Republican 
Committee have denied all knowledge of 
anything of the kind. But somebody knew 
about it. Somebody used the bonds, as they 
came, to pay off the notes which the Re- 
publican Committee had given for money 
borrowed from the banks. The bdbeoks 
should show exactly what took piace, and 
the freest access to them should be given 
toa the Senate Committee.

WILL WE HEAR FROM MR. COOLIDGE? 
Frem the Milwaukee Journal. 

HE disclosure that two RepubDiican na- 

tional administrations prefited, in the 
form of campaign contributions, from the 
iiegitimate Continental Trading Co. deal 
Wrings up the logical question: How can 
President Coolidge refrain lenger from 
making a public statement on the oil scan- 
dals*? The country has expected such a 
statement and it had a right to expect it, 
if for no other reason than to lend the 
moral force of the presidency to the clean- 
ing up of this mess. No statement has 
ever been forthcoming. And now the whole 
affair comes still closer to the present ad- 
ministration. 

Evidence before the Walsh Committee is 
that Harry F. Sinclair's contributien teward 
paying off the Harding campaign deficit 
was made up, in part at least, of bends that 
were bought with the profits of the Coen- 
tinental deal. The amount of the Sinclair 

ift had been knewn before. Wtll H. Hays, 
when he was before the original Teapot 
Dome Committee in 1924. said, in a rather 
hazy fashion, that the Sinciair denation was 
$75,000. But new it comes out that Sin- 
clair accumulated this sum through that 
deal by which he and other eil men beught 
an ocean of Texas oil one day at $1.50 a 
barrel and sold it immediately to their own 
companies at a profit ef 25 cents a barrel. 

Mr. Hays says he knew nothing about 
the origin of the Sinclair money. Perhaps 
not. We'll grant that he didn’t But just 
the same the fact remains that he used the 
1820 money which Binclair drew frem the 
Teapot of the e@il scandals. These bonds 
paid the debts of the Harding-Coolidge 
campaign of 1920. They cleared the slate 
for the Coolidge campaign of 1924. And 
they were bonds from a deal that the Su- 
preme Court of the United States has de- 
clared was illegitimate! More than that. 
they were accumulated in a business manip- 
ulation that. it has shown, struck at the 
very integrity of this Government. 

Like it or net, we have to face the fact 
that the Harding administration and the 
present administration have been benefij- 
claries, perhaps unknowingly, of this oil 
deal. 

Isn't it time that the country had some 
word of assurance?

Will H. Hays, 
rhen he was before the original Teapot 
Dome Committee in 1924. said, in a rather 
hazy fashion, that the Sinclair donation was 
375.000. But now it comes out that Sin- 
Clair accumulated this sum through that 
deal by which he and other eil men beught 
an ocean of Texas oil one day at $1.59 a 
barrel and sold it immediately to their own 
companies at a profit of 25 cents a barrel. 

Mr. Hays says he knew nething about 
the origin of the Sinclair money. Perhaps 
not. We'll grant that he didn’t But just 
the same the fact remains that he used the 
1$20 money which Sinclair drew frem the 
Teapot of the eil scandals. These bonds 
paid the debts of the Harding-Coolidge 
campaign of 1320. They cleared the slate 
fer the Coelidge campaign of 1924. And 
they were bonds from a deal that the Su- 
preme Court of the United States has de- 
clared was illegitimate! More than that.

SUHURICHT LEADS 
SYMPHONY CONCERT 


Guest Conductor From Ger- 
many Makes His Bow With 
Orchestra at Odeon. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

Patrons of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra were introduced 
to.another guest conductor yester- 
day afternoon when Carl Schuricht 
of Wiesbaden, Germany, ascended 
to the platform recently decorated 
by Mr. Molinari and Miss Ethel 
Leginska. The German conductor's 
program was one of those arrange- 
| ments sO indisputably sound that 
one’s critical eye was immediately 
| diverted from the music to the in- 
| terpretive artist which, in the cir- 
| Cumstances, Was what Mr. Schu- 


richt probably wanted. 

After hearing the first part of 
| the program poisonous doubts were 
seeping slowly into the conscious- 
vess of at least one listener. There 
was nothing particularly wrong 
with the Oberon Overture, Mozart’s 
“Little Serenade” or Strauss’ 
“Death and Transfiguration.” but 
their rightness was of such a con- 
servative order as to justify a mo- 
| mentary fear that Mr. Schricht was 
| just another small-town German 
| kappelmeister, 

The Beethoven Fifth Symphony 
laid that fear. It, too, was conser- 
| vative in that Mr. Schuricht was '| 
| Obviously determined to conserve 
all the values in the score even if 
|he had to adopt the revolutionary 
| method of playing it substantially | 
as it was written. There were no | 
| Sratuitious sforzandos, terrific | 
| swells nor trick manipulations of | 
subsidiary voices to keep the au- | 
dience on its toes, but there was | 
plenty of excitement to go around 
just the same for Mr. Beethoven 
saw to that when he wrote the 
symphony. 

It is not my purpose to attribute 
'the dubious virtue of reverence 

to Mr. Schuricht. There is every 
| reason to believe tha the addressed | 
'himself to Beethoven just as he’ 
would to a manuscript hot from 
the stylus of some Berlin polyton- 
alist and that the blight of no/| 
|tradition fell upon him as he 
passed it through his mind. But 
|he obviously realized that Beetho- | 
ven was most effective when he was | 
kept pure; that he would speak 
with a living voice only if the ac- | 
cents were free from external cor- | 
ruptions. | 

This, of course, does not mean | 
| that Mr. Schuricht’s treatment was | 
| devoid of individual touches. In a 
number of instances he brought | 
Out more than a strict reading 
|of the directions tsvould have 
yielded, but in every case its 
logic was immediately apparent 
and one realized that the possibil- 
ity of such a reading had always 
been implicit in the music. I par- 
| ticularly liked the way he led up 
ito the well remembered oboe em-/| 
bellishment in the recapitulation | 
isection of the first movement. As| 

Ordinarily played this passage’!

This is provided man thrown out 
of ring is not so seriously hurt as 
to make it impossible to return 
and properly defend himself. in 
case of a doubt a doctor shall make 
examination to determine extent cf 
injury and ability of injured man 
to resume the match, and the ref- 
eree shall then declare match to 
be at an end or order bout to be 
continued, according to doctor's re- 
port. 

In any event, if either man is 
deliberately thrown from ring and 
so injured that he cannot return, 
and this is confirmed by a doctor's 
examination, he shall be declared 
winner of the match. 

If either wrestler falls, or is ac- 
cidentally thrown out of the ring 
and is unable to return, he shall 
forfeit the match. 

If either wrestler is disqualified 
by the referee for fouling the of- 
fender shall suffer loss of fall. 

Match shall be considered in 
progress so long as both men are 
on the mat, and inside the ropes. 

There shall be 20 minutes rest 
period between falls.

Another Convicted Previously. 

Edward Taylor, ex-convict inr- 
dicted with Schneider, was con- 
vieted in the Nicklin case and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment last 
November. Joseph Buschman, ali- 
other ex-convict indicted. is awalit- 
ing trial. Al thre were indicted 
under the habitual criminal act. 

The State's star witness against 
Schneider was Odell Slattery, Ne- 
gro, employed in a blacksmith shop 
a few doors from the Nicklin tan- 
nery. He testified the indicted 
men and others met at the black- 
smith’s shop on the morning of 
the holdup, then went away, but 
returned. He said they watched 
-Nicklin enter the tannery with the 
payroll money, then picked up fc- 
wvolvers and started after him. 

Taylor, according to the witness, 
waited at the wheel of an automo- 

ile. while Schnéider, Buschman 
aud two other men entered the of- 
fice. In a few minutes they came 
running out, Slattery said, with 


the money bag, clambered into 
Taylor's automobile and escaped. 
Buschman Identified. 


Nicklin identified Buschman 425 
one of the robbers, but said he 
could not identify the others. 

The defense presented two WNe- 
groes who attacked Slattery’s rcp- 
utation for veracity, but relied 
largely on an alibi that Schneid¢ér 
was at home eating lunch at 11:25 
a. m., about the time of the roo- 
bery. 

Schneider and his father. testi- 
fied to the early lunch; and the 
defendant explained it this way: 
He knew Buschnian frequented the 
blacksmith shop and he had gone 
there in the morning to try to col- 
lect money which he had loaned 
to Buschman upon the latter’s re- 
lease from prison. Buschman pro- 
mised to repay the loan in a few 
- hours, so Schneider went to his 
home at 2517 North Tgnoth street, 
lunched with his father, and then 
met Buschman in the West End. 

How Arrest Came About. 

Schneider and Buschman were 
arrested together by a keen-eyed 
police sergeant, Steve Collins. The 
driver of a taxicab in which they 
were riding was arrested by Sergt.
